David S. Rose, wlu) lias been rc- 
nominaled as a candidate fur mayor 
for the fifth time, claims the sop- 
port of the people i (id especially 
of the business meu the 

ground that he is the only man cap- 
aUe of saving this city from the 
“danger of a Social-Democratic ad- 
miiT^tration.” 

In other words, he seems to think 
that the people of Milwaukee, or 
a large share of them, are afraid 
of the Social-Democrats. 

Now who is afraid of the So- 
dal-Dcmocratic party ?

Tile workingmen are not nfraid. 

In fact, the workingmen, organ- 
fted and unorganieed, form the 
ivcrwhelming Imlk—more than 95 
per cent— of the Social-Democratic 
party. The workingmen see in So¬ 
cialism their only hope and guid¬ 
ing star for the future. They see 
in 5 k)cialism their deliverance from 
the present system, which tceps 
them in ignorance, misery and de¬ 
gradation. ITie workingmen know 
that only as Socialism is introduced 
and in$tillc(.l into our public life 
and public institutions, in the same 
degree will ignorance, misery and 
degradation vanish. So more and 
more evciy year the workingmen 
form the solid phalanx of the So¬ 
cial-Democratic paTt>’. They back 
it up financially and are willing to 
hack it up in every other way if 
necessary. 

Art the small bnilneu men afraid I 

The smalt business men, as far 
as they nndertsand the situation, 
are not afraid. 

TlK small business man can see 
that they are economically doomed 
hy the nithless competition and the 


overwhelming power of rapitalism. 
But they know that after all the 
great ma.<is of the working people 
stands nearer to them in methods 
of thought, mode of life, and com¬ 
mon sunerance. The small business 
men are sure that their fate is in 
a very large d^ee tied to the fate 
of the working class. They are 
sure of the sym^hies of the wrurl:- 
ing class, and tm working class to 
DO small degree is sure of their 
si-nipathies. 

The Big Boiiaess Mra. 

But it is claimed by Mr. Rose 
that the big business men are 
afraid of the Social-Democratic 
I>arty. he says that in case of a 
Socialist victory. Socialism would 
be tried in Milwaukee, law and or¬ 
der would be abolished, and trades 
unionism, strikes and boycotts 
woidd run amuck. 

An 1 it is clear that some of ouf 
big business men are frightened. 
Yet tliry have no reason to be so. 

It is clear to every thinking mau 
tliat wc cannot abolish capitalism 
in Milwaukee alone or in Wiscon¬ 
sin alone. 

Moreover, ever)’ thinking Social- 
Democrat knows tliat capitalisiu 
cannot and will not be abolished in 
one day. Wc all know tliat it will 
be abolished gradually. We all un¬ 
derstand tliat even after its down¬ 
fall remnants of it will remain 
for a long time to come. Rem¬ 
nants of fcalalism. even now 
arc still streng in England, 
France, and Germany, although 
feudalism broke down a long time 
ago and capitalism has taken its 
pbce. 

Af to Law aid Order. 

And as to foa> and ordtr —while 
the Social-Democrats bav^ not 


made the laws and are not responsi¬ 
ble for the present order or disor¬ 
der, even our oppiiients must con¬ 
cede that wc obey and carry out the 
laws, and even make our opponents 
obey them as far as we can. So¬ 
cialists all over the globe have al¬ 
ways complied with the laws of 
their respective countries. 

At the same time, we admit that 
we will not give the laws that hate¬ 
ful and c^ressive construction to¬ 
wards tlic working class which they 
usually receive under the capital¬ 
istic administrations and regimes, 
and that wc will change and abolish 
all the ofpreshe laws at the first 
O)>portunity wc get. 

•And it is moreover dear to every 
observer that the Sticial-Democratic 
party is a great organir.cr. And 
organization alwc.<s means order. 
Socialism in iLseif never creates 
disorder—it stands for a new or¬ 
der and a higher order of things. 

Why then should any sane man 
be afraid of the Social-Democratic 
party? 

The Trades Dmons and the Sodal- 
Dcfflocrats. 

The effect of Socialism upon 
the laboring class can best be 
studied in the trades unions of Mil¬ 
waukee. 

The trades union men who arc 
.Social-Democrats are no doubt the 
best fighters. It may l>e-s»id th^t 
tliey arc the best coml^aUts. Yet 
they arc not combative. They 
are the best fighters and fight the 
longest, but they are not willing to 
fight on cverv slight pretext. There 
is no danger of Social-Democrats 
ming on a stiik. simply for the 
hm of it. Social-Democrats love 
th'Jr families and their organiza¬ 
tions too well for that. 


Why tlien ib'i'.ild business men 
be afraid of the Social-Democratic 
union men? 

It is raoKovci a rule that the 
highest paid workers and the best 
educated worlwrs arc the Social- 
DenM>jTats. As a rule, the Social- 
Democrat is a tliiiikiiig man.' One 
will find that the leaders—the 
spokesmen —hi the Milwaukee 
trades nnioos are not hot-heads, if 
they occasioBally Jo use strong 
language. When it comet down to 
actual work, they wilt weigh long 
and act conservatively. 

I can say fttnn actual exporilfnce 
that the Soeial-lkiiiocrats iti this 
city have almost every 

strike that has ever liecn declared 
here, while I al.'^> admit that after 
it has once been dcclarerl by tlie 
inajority, the .Social-Democrats 
have b^ the ’ni' rst active people 
in it and the but to give up when 
the strike was lo^t. 

Then why should anybody be 
afraid of many* strikes and Imycott.s 
in Milwaukee in ca.-e of a .Social- 
Democratic victi'ri 

The Old Time Labor Grafter is Gone. 

And the further allegation of Mr. 
David S. Rose that the union lead¬ 
ers of Milwaukee are a wicked lot 
and that a Soci-'l lXmiocratic vic¬ 
tory would drive out business and 
close up the factfiries of Milwaukee, 
is just g,s noimm.-ical. 

The old-time lalmr grafter, the 
union fakir, the "walking delegate’’ 
of a bad tyoe—ilic niisc'nief-maker 
—has foniui such .1 poor field in Mil¬ 
waukee during tile last seven or 
eight years, OTee the Milwaukee 
trades unions bavc become saturat¬ 
ed with Sociali'-in, that even tlic 


capitalist politicians of thoRost' | 
liave ceasetl to employ tliein. It is 
true that occasionally we get one 
or two from sonic other town, but 
they usiiallv soon /rarv us. 

Besides, it is well known tl»t tlic 
"labor fakir" is invariably either a 
RcpubUcan or a Democrat. He in¬ 
variably claims tliat he lias the vote 
of this or that union in his pocket, 
and he is uiivariablv willing to sell 
his ‘■iiitluencc’’ to this or the other 
capitalist candidate for mayor or 
aldcnnan for liard cash and free 
drinks. 

The air of Milwaukee s now un¬ 
congenial to tliat growth. .\nd in 
spite of the tender nursing on the 
part of David S. Rose, the labor 
grafter has almost entirely disap- 
l>earcd in this town. 

Why we Have so Few Strikes in 
MilwaBkee. 

This also partly explains wliy 
we have had hardly .any strikes in 
Viilwankcc diirng the las* six or 
seven years, in 'act a great many 
less strikes l .1 in any other city 
of half its size or onc-fourtli of its 
industrial imiMirtanec. 

But the main rc.a.st)n for the rare 
occurence of strikes in Milwaukee 
is very simple. 

The Social-Democrat has niaile 
the presviu mdv.t^r'al s-vstem a 
study, ,-le knows v-. ■ .veil that the 
individiul emplo.^r is alxiilt as 
much the product of the present 
system as the individual working¬ 
man. He knows tliat the ca|>iialist 
is as much Ixiuiid by it as the pro¬ 
letarian. The Social - Democrat 
knows wliat the so-callcd employer 
can do and wliat he cannot do. 
The Social-Democrat knows what 
the wage-worker may ask and what 


lie nir.y not ask under tlw present 
system. The Socialist loves his 
home, his wife and children. He 
wants to get as iiiucli as jiossible 
for lliem, and at the saiiK time. 
kiMiwing the cajiitalist system, lie 
knows tliat he cannot go too far 
without destroying them. .'Viid fur¬ 
thermore the Socialist has the s<> 
cial conscience—he looks at every 
thing from the stand|xiint of the 
whole, from the standpoint of 
the collectivity, from the staiid- 
jioiiit of tlic comimmitv, from the 
stand|Kiint of the craft to which 
he Iwloiigs. 

\ow will- sluiuld any fair em¬ 
ployer be afraid of a Social-Dciiio- 
cratic victory? 

The Milw.vukec trades unions 
liave proven to be a factor for order 
in this case, not for disorder. 

Trades unions are' absolutely 
necessary for llio protection of the 
workiiignieii against capital, and 
they are even a protection to t.ic 
c.vpitulist against other more 
greeily capitalists. 

The Elemeats Afraid of Di. 

Now who is afraid of a Sswial- 
I tcniocraticV'etofy ? Tliecor'ractor, 
tile briber, the grafter, the g'..iililcr, 
and all the aiiti-Socialist elements, 
all the elements of disorder at.d de¬ 
generation.

;r iiileuti.arv. In ,tlk>rt. human nature is jiisl the same in all (larfics 
and Social-Di-mocrals are neither IxTter nor worse tliaii anybody else. 
'I'hc great hulk of tlw.sc who vote the Democratic and ke|mblican 
tickets are iHniest. They arc .simply folk like ourselves wlio work 
iiard for a living, gel little for tlicir work, are not tempted much lie- 
ciiiise teinplnlioii docs not amic their way and therefore do not fall. 
.\iid the Kejiithlican and LJemocratic office holdcr.s wdio betray their 
triisls were in the Ix-giiining good men, too. Their |xiSitions simply 
linnighl tiKi many temptations to bear n|Kin Ihcni. I’here were too 
many opixirliiiiilics to improve their own conditions at the cxjiciise of 
oilier. And really, there is much to be said in favor of the great 
tuimlH.'r of Dcim-cratic and Kqiubtican office Ivilders who remain honest 
in spite of liir trcincmlous temptations to be dislwinest.. It takes a real 
man to remain lamest and poor when he bw ilu; opporiimiiy to become 
ilishone&t and rich. .And the pity of it is that the dishonest office 
hoklers can nevertheless sdl out the jicople so often and thus ilcstroy 
all of the efforts of the honc.st officials to bring alxiut lionest govern- 
imtit. 

In order to bring about gotxl government, it therefore becontes 
necessary to'trace bad governniait lo its origin, to strk out its source, 
and learn, if we can, whence bad govenunent .springs. Consider, tliere- 
fore, whether these lie not facts:

Mind you, we are now excavating to lay tlic foundations of the 
structure of honest government anti wc do not want to rctnoic any of 
the foundation stones of the present government that arc good. AVe 
arc not ruthless wreckers—wc are builders. Hut we want lo liuild 
well. .-Arc these statements true then, or are they not? 

Conceding that they arc true, we are prepared to take the next 
!>tep to discover if we can, whetlier the control of all indii-iry by tlic 
govermiitmt would tend to make the government more cf'cmpt cten 
than it is now, or whclher it would tend to make die goverr.T'eiit more 
nearly honest, if not absoltHely honesl. If the snuement- arc true, 
we have tliese furtlier facts: • 

1— l.aws can be cnactcil that will give some iierson- an unjust 
ailvantage over oltier persons; 

2 — Some legislators are willing to vfite, when-Vritied either directly 
or imiireclly. for bills tliat will help some persons at the exiM.iisc of ail 
the Olliers. 

\Vc arc getting down now nearly to the riKd of things. TIic next 
steji is lo learn, if wc can. wlvj these [icrsons arc who are dirmpting 
tile government by obtaining legi.slation that gives them ar advantage 
over the rest of the people. .And wc must also try to dis^oier in what 
they arc engaged. 

.Arc the farmers the ones who arc corrnpliiig our govermiient ? 
.-Arc 'he loldiyisls who arc liaiiging around every hall of legi-kilioii from 
the city cmincil elianiber to the national caiiitol—are thc\ trying lo 
hrilie tb.-ongh bills that would give tlie farmers an unjttsi advantage 
over t!ic raitnads, tlie beef trust, the harvesting muchjpery trust and all 
the test of us? .Are the corner grocer or the Libor union- the ones 
wlui arc re,s|Mnisiblc for all of onr liad laws? Ixxik shar|ily! There 
arc the brilxr-givcrs! Whom do they rcprc.vnt? Is it you" .Are you 
the one who makes the city council act so .strangely? Is ii you who 
arc giving IjanqucU and telling funny stories to t!ie state legislature 
when il is in session? Arc you and others like you the one.s who make 
your Ihiines in W'ashingtoii while c<ingres5 is in session .iiul are so 
often seen in the cum{>aiiy of those w1k> have it in their jiower to m.ike 
laws for the gooil of all of us. pr laws that are only gocal lor some of 
us and liad for the rest of-u-s?' 

You know vrm ,irc not. \\'c know vou arc n6t. But we also know 
this: '

Every monopolistic interest; 

Every privil^e-entrenched interest. 

This list is merely a suggestion. It is not complete. It could not 
be made complete in a book smaller tlian a dictionao*. But it suggests 
the answer to tne question we have asked. AVe wanted to know what 
interests were engaged in corrupting government AVe know now. 

It is the interests that ioant the government to give them an unfair 
adiantage over the rest of us. Ana these interests are the great cor¬ 
porations that are engaged in the manufacture, transportation and dis¬ 
tribution of the things thei the rest of us must have. 

Sot ail of these intcrc;>ts are trying to buy lemsiat'ion that would 
give them even a greater advantage than they now have. Most of thetn 
do not feel tliat it would be wise to ask for more tlian tltcy lave._ All 
they fear i.s that some of the unjust advantages they now have will be 
taken away from them. Bills for tlia‘ purpose are before every con¬ 
gress, every legi.slature and every city council. The possessors of these 
unjust advanta^s do not want these bills lossed. They arc in favor 
of "letting well enough alone,'''of “standing pat.” It sometimes costs 
iiKjncy to “stand pat.” The business man. l^ker or whoever is con¬ 
cerned, pays it. The legislator receives it Nobody else knows it 
But U'f know that our bill does lujt go through. Something lappcned 
to it. Ami, not knowing what made the “thing" liappen, wc continue 
to rote the same ticket thut is voted by the man who made “it" happen 
and also made the ticket tliat wc vote. 

Tile Social-Democrats puriiosc that the government shall owti and 
operate all industries, including the industries just niciUioiieti tluit arc 
engaged in corrnpliiig government. .And the question under consitlcra- 
tion is not whether .t Ls necessary, or would be wise for iltc govern¬ 
ment to own and ojicratc all industries. That is the subject for anotlier 
argument. AA’e arc concerned now only in meeting the question of 
wlu-tlier tlie public ownership of all industries would result in colossal 
comiptioii in the government as well as in the creation of a greif 
political machine tliat could not be easily overthrown. Therefore, let 
us ask: 

Which of the industries iioto engaged in corrupting government 
* ivould continue to do so under Socialism k7i«i these industries tccre 
otimed by the government/ 

Ana tvhy and hate would they continue to corrupt the governmentP 

The industries would be wiped out of existence as private coqxira- 
tious. They would, in fact, 1* a i>art of the government. Tlicre would 
be no possible private profit in any of them for anybody, inasmuch as 
they '.vould ue operated not for the purpose of making anybcxly rich, 
but for the purpose of rendering service to us all. The opportunity to 
increase private |)rofil hy buying unjust legi.slation is the only cause 
of-exisling govcriinicntal corrupi' m. And that incentive would be 
_ removed by public ownership by the transformation of private in¬ 
dustries into public industries operated for the good of ail and the 
prolit of none. 'I'hcre can be no bribery witliont a bribe-giver. The 
prirtte owner of industry is always tlic bribe-giver. Public ownership 
would r::ndvc the private owner. And the government could not 
bribe itself. 

Docs tlic lorcgiiiiig tlicn, constitute a satisfactory answer to tlic 
question as lo whether the public ownership of industry would tend 
to make tlie gi vornincnt even more corrupt tlan it is now? /And mind 
you, we h.ave mil proposed to “change liuman nature.” AVe have ad¬ 
mitted that Social-IVinocrats are just men, sfrith all the laultsi and 
wcakne.ss'id men. VV'e liavc simply proccciled on the theory tliat ^cat 
temptations will make some men fall and that in fal'ing, they will 
: hurt all. .So we suggest that the temptations be rcmoi ed. \\'e be- 

I lie\;e the average mau. wants only what belongs to him. But we also 
I helicv th.it human nature can stand only about so r.mch of a strain. 
AA'c waul to give men an ofiportunity to think of being better by making 
it impossible for tlteni to sficnd so much time trying to get what belongs 
to otliers wilhnut hring caught. And in passipg, let this question be 
asked of lliose defenders of tlie existing system who nevertheless do 
not like to be sold out by their law-makers: 

11'hen and how do you expect to stop corruption, so long as law¬ 
makers have it in their power to sell what the man who wants lo rob 
you is ’.filling to buyf . 

I'ear of pnuishnicnt will not stop the law-maker who is temited 
ixiyoMl lii* power of resistance by a proffered bribe. Make your punish¬ 
ment as severe as you like, and" the corruption will still go on. You 
cannot do inore tlian kill your bribe-taker. Yet for centuries we have 
been killing men who mttrtlered that tliey might steal and the nrardering 
and tlie stealing still go on. In fact, you can set this down as true: 
Create a sufficient incentive for any wrong action and some will always 
! be found who v'tll be willing to take the chance to win the prize, lit 
the great indmtrics that deal in the thin^ we all must have continue 
lo te owned by jirivate corporations rr u.dividuak who can increase 
their profits by unjust laws and there will aluaya. unjust laws. 

lA-gisIators can he found who will sell them. And the bistoric mission 
of mimtei{al ownership of public utilities under capitalistic govern¬ 
ments is not to increase the material well-being of the workers, but to 
retiiove from existence the private corporations that are now engaged 
in buying unjust laws of lawtaialcers. In the European cities where 
municipal ownership Itas been longest tried, the workers, as a class 
are no better off than before. Those who are fortunate enough to have 
employment may be better housed, provided thw Hve b pnUic tene¬ 
ments. They may have more baths if pabhe hatlis be provided And 
both of these thhiK aild not only to the cooiiorts of bving, but to the 
Iie.ilth of those who have them. But they do not help the sWanris of 
festering poor who arc rotting in London because thry are denied ffie 
opportunity to vrork, nor do they leave a wilier margin between income 
and expend amoi^ those who do work for wages. For as soon as 
rounicqial ownership decreases .the cost of living, the man who is at 
work has to work for less or somebody Who is Mle and hungry will 
take his job at a wage that r tp r es e nts oby the dccrea^ad ccst.Mliving. 

But municipal ownershqj does show the a^fimQtaCVS of |mWc 
ownership in eliminating the private ownm;' and m emmuating the 
private owners h does away with .those who aik how muh lnisity en¬ 
gaged in corrupting legislators. As munici^.owncnbip and natkmal 
owncrslrip of public utiHtiet go on. corrnpitkw will dwreaie because 
the corruptors will be disapporing. and the people will gel nbre-of 
an opportunity to enact laws that will be in their owu interests. 
Euro|>^ cities that own many of the puUic ntilitiet *t«ir cqraipt our 
councils are ranch better govenivd than Ammcmt dttes. No one who 
knows the fact will deny thia. And England is tbe-lataat country 
to show wliat the p^tc can do for themselvet wheat^ 
of certain , public utilities removes from existence private corporstmu 
that often find it to their advantage to ^end Hn^ suiaa dunhg cam¬ 
paigns to control electioas. Fifty laboring mea are now aiding in the 
Britiah parliamenL It is not contended municipal tnvnerriiip pot 
the<ii tlicre by decreasing corruptioii, bat it tandoubedly helped II 
givs the people a better chance to rule themsehres. And in afrotffii^ 
an example of the adva-vtage to be pined by eliminating the proto 
of private capitalists, it turns the toonghts of the peo^e tbs right 
way. And u we nationalize our railway Cttpresa companies, coal 
mines, etc., in this country we shall make - ptxigress. We- shall not 
immediately improve the condition of the workers by so doing. Op¬ 
portunity will not be given to an additional man to work, and those 
wrlio do work will receive as now only wages that represent-the'oost 
of living. But the aljsence of the bribe-givers, will baat'di the dav 
when we can make biws for ourselves that wiU really ttss- ■ -

Fear the Socialists. 

Wasiiingtun dispatcli to New 
'A'ork Sun: The Socialistic ten- 
dciies' througliout the country is 
another source of - concern to the 
Republican veterans in congre.ss. 
In the words of the traditional 
Democratic platform, they “view 
•■vith alarm” the apostaey of young 
Joseph Medill Patterson of Chicago 
who comes of good old Republican 
.stock. In his conversion to Social¬ 
ism they confess to see a sign of 
the times that is not propitious. 
However, the case of young Pat¬ 
terson is only an incident, they say, 
for tlicy contend tliat Socialists arc 
gaining ground rapidly in the 
larger cities, and it will be no sur¬ 
prise to them if several avowed 
Socialists are elected to the next 
congress. In Milwaukee, for in¬ 
stance, it is said that the Socialists 
stand an excellent citance of elect¬ 
ing the successors of Representa¬ 
tives Otjen and Stafford, wlio will 
be renoirmiatefl by the Republicans.
